On ihe 24tli February the debate in the United 
States Senate turned on the following amend- 
ment, off-red by Mr. Hale, to tlie General Ap- 
propriation bill: 

Sec. — . And be it further enarted. That the 
first section of the act entitled "An act for the 
admission of theState Of Kansas into the I'ninn." 
approved May 4, 1668, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the follow jug words, viz: 
"Whenever it is aseerl lined, bv a census Bait and 
legally taken, ihat the population of said Territo- 
ry equals or exceeds the ratio of representation 
required for the members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the Congress of the United 
States;" which wor is arc hereby repealed. 

THIS KANSAS RESTRICTION. 

At one o'clock the General Appropriation Bill 
came up as unfinished business the question being 
on the amendment oll'ored by Mr. Hale repealing 
the Kansas restriction. 

Mr. Stuart regretted exceedingly that this sub- 
ject hail been introduced, but as it had been in- 
troduced, he would vote for the repeal.

Mr. Brown replied that he utterly denied and 
repudiated the whole doctrine of squatter sover- 
eignty. He utterly denied that there was any 
sovereignty in a Territory. 

Mr. Wade said there was noth'Tig, if his view 
was correct, to prevent slavery from coing into ' 
the States under ihe Dred Scott decision. 

Mr Brown said States had sovereign power to 
establish or abolish slavery. He had no doubt, 
if the case supposed should ever arse, the Su- 
pic.nc Court would render I, wise decision. He I 
w.v not able to foreshadow what that decision 
w ul I be.

garding the number of her people. On the other 
hand, Congress hail decided that if she rejected 
that constit'ilio:-. she should remain outside of 
the Union until she should have a population of 93,- 
420, the constituency of a member of Congress. 
The onlv ground lor this discrimination which he 
could discover, was that the Lccomoton Gawtt- 
t-tion would mike Kansas a slave State, and any 
other constitution she could prefer would make

But that policy had been abandoned in the 
admission of Oregon with an unascertained popu- 
lation, so that the discrimination against Kansas 
has been embifered, marked, and distinguished 
by admitting a Democratic Slate without regard 
to population, excluding Kansas and keeping her 
in a state of subjugation to the Federal Govern- 
ment because her politics are different.

He 
was glad to hear so many Senators declare tl at 
that condition was not obligatory upon Congress, 
and that they would now give Kansas at least a 
fair hearing if she applied for admission.

Mr Brown would come to that in good time. 
A constitution could no more of itself protect 
s'ave property than any other species of property. 
What he claimed, and what Southern statesmen 
claimed, was adequate protection for their slave 
property in the Territories — protection suited to 
th» species ol property to lie protected. The 
Constitution never gave them rights and denied 
them means to protect and defend those rights. 
The decision of the Supreme Court was therefore 
virtually that they had a right to call upon some- 
body for the protection of their slaves in the Ter- 
ritories Upon whom should they call? Under 
the doctrine of non-intervention they must first 
call upon the Territorial Legislature, and if that 
refused adequate protection they must come to 
Congress. The Territorial Legislature was the 
creature of Congress, and he would say to Con- 
gress that its creature had denied him rights that 
the Constitution gnarrantced him; he therefore 
applied to the master for that protection which 
the creature denied. He wished to know, in view 
of the coming contest, w hat the response of Con

Mr. Davis further enforced his views. He was 
confirmed in the belief that the Senator from 
Illinois had gone back to his first love of squatter 
sovereignty. 

Mr.GWhi said that if he had undersood the 
Kansas Nebraska bill as it was now interpteted 
by ihe Senator from Illinois, he never would have 
voted lor it. He called upon others who voled 
for it to state if they had so understood it. It 
was evident that somebody was cheated. The 
Senator from Illinois had no right to speak for the 
Democracy of the free States. 

Mr. Hunter said he w as reluctant to enter upon 
this debate, but he differed from the Senator 
from Illinois, both as to the history of the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill and its interpretation. The North- 
ern Democracy was willing to repeal the Missouri 
Compromise, and a hill was framed holding the 
right of the Territories to regulate their institu- 
tions in abeyance. The Southern men did agree, 
for the sake ot baling the Missouri Compromise 
repealed, to leave the whole question of the right 
of the people lo frame their institutions in abey- 
ance, to be decided by the courts. The bill did 
not menu to say that Congress absolutely gave 
up its jurisdictien on that subject. How long 
were they to continue the discussion of this sub- 
ject, which was not gcrman to the bill? He was 
willing to withdraw the amendment providing for 
a census in Kansas, if geucral consent could be 
given. 

Mr. Douglas referred to the remarks of the 
Senator from California, (Mr. Gwin,) and would 
like to see how many agreed w ith him that Con 
gress has a right now to intervene in Kansas. He 
would like to sec how many Senators would vote 
to repeal the acts of the Kansas Legislature. He 
read extracts from debates in Congress on the 
Kansas Nebraska bill to show that many South- 
ern Senators construed the act as transferring the 
ci tire power of legislation to the Territory, 
subject only to the decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

Mr. Davis wanted to ask whether, when the 
Supreme Court has decided that the risht to hold 
slaves in the Territories is a constitutional right, 
the Senator from Illinois would be willing to in- 
tervene to maintain that decision. 

Mr. Douglas would concede for the purpose of 
this arguin.-iit, that the Dred Scott decision went 
as far as the expression of opinion by Chief-Jus- 
tice Taney; and yet it would give a slave-owner 
the right only to hold his property as other prop- 
erty is held, namely, subject to the laws of the 
Territory. He would vote against any interven- 
tion by Congress with the laws of any Territory 
in respect to any species of properly whatever. 

Mr. Davis said the doctrine of squatter sov* 
erighty which the Senator now advocated would 
enable foreigners invited into our Territories by 
Government to crowd out American citizens. 

Mr. Uroderick desired to say that he fully 
agreed to every thing that bad been sai l by the 
Senators from Illinois (Mr. Douglas) and from 
Ohio, (.Mr. Pugh,) and hoped every Northern 
Senator, at least, wi uld be compelled to define 
his position. He was surprised at the interpretation 
of the Nebraska bill given by his colleague ; for 
the Democratic party in California had interpret- 
ed it in accordance with the views of the Senator 
from Illinois, namely, that the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill made a discrimination in favor of freedom 
rather than of slavery. 

Mr. Gwin denied that such had been the inter- 
pretation In California. No such interpretation 
had ever been put upon it any where previous to 
the recent canvass in Illinois. He understood 
that the policy of the Administration was fully 
indorsed by the Democracy of California. 

Mr. Stuart said they ought to be engaged in 
regular legislation. This debate had opened the 
whole subject of the political complexion of the 
Democratic party, and he intended to follow it up. 
Within the last ten or fifteen years this slavery 
question had become the hobby on which ambi- 
tious men sought to ride into power. It was the 
subject which of all others should be let alone. 
Did Southern Democratic Senators intend to stand 
by the platform of their party, which was non-in- 
tervention on the subject of slavery in the Terri- 
tories? The recent defection from the party at 
the North was attributable, not to any hostility 
to the creed of the party, but to Southern men 
wdio advocated their extreme opinions, and put 
them lorth as the true creed of the party. It did 
not become men who really wished to sustain the 
Democratic organization to spend time in talking 
about what they would do il the occasion should 
arrive, lie had protested against the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill, because it was a disturbing 
element, believing they had hetter stand by the 
compromise of 1 >.">(); and now he asked how much 
thev had made by it? There was no use 



the Missouri Compromise. He gave a history o( 
the introduction of thai measure and the struggle 
upon it. The Republicans were now the true 
Democratic party, standing upon the principles of 
Jefferson. He contended that Congress has the 
right to legislate for the Territories. Sovereignly 
in the Territories was in the people of the Uni- 
ted States. He advocated the repeal of the odi- 
ous Kansas restriction. 

Mr. Clark maintained that the Constitution, so 
far from recognizing slavery, would set free 
every slave taken into a Territory of the United 
States. He advocated the amendment offered 
by Mr. Hale. 

Mr. Smith denied that there was any prospect 
of dismemberment of the Democratic party, and 
denounced the course of the Opposition. 

The debate was further discussed by Messrs. 
Smith, Trumbull, Criitenden, Fessenden. and 
others, when flic vote was taken on Mr. Hale's 
amendment, which was lost— yeas 19, nays 27. 

From IVaohinirton. 

Washington, March, 9. — John Hubbard, of 
Me , wa,' confirmed as Boundary Commissioner, 
for which Wiggins was recently nominated, but 
rejected. G. W. Jones. ex-Senator from Iowa, 
continued as Minister to Boioga. John U. Petlit, 
of lnd., Chief Justice of Kansas, vice l.ecompte- 
Bartholomcw Fuller, of N. C, Fifth Auditor of 
the Tl 'casury. Emery D. Potter, heretofore re- 
jected as Collector of Toledo, was again nominat- 
ed nnd was confirmed. Other appointments of 
less consequence were confirmed. 

The Senate w ill meet to-morrow at 2 o'clock, 
and w ill then formally close the present session. 
It is not expected that there will be a quorum 
present. The Supreme Circuit, and Criminal 
Courts have adjourned till Friday in order to at- 
tend Postmaster General Brown's fuueral on to- 
morrow alternoon. 

Orders have been issued to pub'.'c officers 
thr nigliout the country to pay appropriate tribute % 
of respect customary on the death of such an ex- 
ecutive officer of the government. 

After the doors were opened the Vice President 
retired fiom the chair, and, on motion of Mr. 
Bright, ol ind., it was ordered that Mr. Fitspa- 
tmk. of Ala., be Pn ii lent pro tern, of the Senate. 

A message was received from the Presideut an- 
nouncing the death of Postmaster General Brown. 

The message says: The death of this distin- 
guished public officer, especially at the present 
moment, when his eminent services were so much 
needed, is a great loss to the country. His hon- 
esty and indefatigable exertions in the discharge 
of "his high duties, as well as his benevolent, heart 
and kind deportment, endesred him to all who ap- 
proached him. Submitting to the will of Divine 
Providence, as the President does, he add", ihat 
he w ill ever cherish the memory of the deceased 
with affectionate regard. 

Mr. Nicholson, o! Tennessee, said this and in- 
telligence justified the propriety of some action 
on the part of the Senate, expressive of their 
deep sense of the public loss sustained by the late 
Postmaster Ge neral. He had known him well in 
all his public relations to the country for more 
than 2!) years, and had beenc o-ely associated with 
him in the walks of private life. He could, there- 
fore, fully appreciate his services as a public 
man, as well as his generous and noble qualities. 
After pronouncing a eulogy on the deceased, he 
submitted a series of resolutions expressive of 
deep regret at this public loss, that the Senate 
will attend the funeral, and that a committee be 
appointed to make arrangements for the same; 
ihat the Senate go into mourning for 30 days; 
that a copy of the resolutions be communicated 
to the President, and, a* a further mark ol respect, 
that the Senate now adjourn. Adopted. 

Previous to the adjournment, Messrs. Rice, of 
Minnesota, and Foot, of Vermont, were appointed 
to wait on the President and inform him that if he 
has no further business to communicate, the Sen- 
ate is ready to close its scssson. 

Washington, March 10. — The Postmaster 
General's remains lay in state this morning iu 
the east room of the President's house, and crowds 
thronged thither. The services commenced at 
noon. The funeral address was delivered by the 
Rev. Mr- Granhury, of the Southern Metl'odist 
Church. The President, his Cabinet, distinguish- 
ed gentlemen connected with all branches of the 
Government, the relatives of the deceased, and 
others, were present, together with the diplomatic 
corns, who were in full court dress. 

The procession was very long, being formed of 
public and private carriages. While the cortege 
was moving, bells were tolled and minute guns 
fired. The pavements were lined with spectators. 
The corpse was deposited in the Congressional 
Cemetery, to be hereafter removed to Tennessee.

Mr. Clingman appealed to Senators to allow 
them to go on with the business, instead of con- 
verting the Senate into a debating society.

They 
had rather trust the Territories than Congress, 
because they knew Congress was against them, 
and thought it would be idle to try to force slav- 
ery upon Kansas if the people should prove to be 
u.iwilling to receive it. 

Mr. Hale desired to respond to the appeal of the I 
Senator from North Carolina to come back from 
speech-making to business.
